THE MTE METAL. 


9KNATOK STANFOUD'S Sl'CCKSSOlt. 


Tho principal topic of discussion in 


California political circles at the pres- 
ent time is the senatorial successor- 
ship. Before the body of Senator Stan- 
ford WHS cold the names of a half-dozen 
or more politicians weru paraded be- 
fore the public as candidates for the 
vacancy caused by bin death. Ex- 
Governor Perkins, ex-Senator Felton, 
W. T. Fitzgerald, the law partner of 
Governor Markham, M. H. deYoung of 
the ('lirun tele, Irwin C. Stump and M. 
M. Estee are each all spoken of in con- 
nection with the place, and their claims 
are being presented to the public by 
their respective admirers. 


The governor of California is a Re- 


publican and the legislature is Demo- 
cratic. A senator to fill the vacancy 
will therefore be appointed, not elect- 
ed, as the legislature will not be con- 
vened to send a Democrat or Populist 
to Washington. In the absence of the 
governor, who is east attending the 
World's Fair, Lieutenant Governor 
Keddick, acting governor, has the ap- 
pointing power. It is thought that ho 
will avail himself of the opportunity 
afforded him by the death of Senator 
Stanford to appoint Governor Mark- 
ha-n to fill the vacancy. This, it is 
believed, would be satisfactory to Gov- 
ernor Markhnm and doubly so to 
Lieutenant Governor Keddick as it 
would make him Governor of Cali- 
fornia until January, 1893. 


The constitution of California in- 


hibits the governor of the State from 
being elected TO the United States Sen- 
ate daring his> term of oince. It does 
not, however, prohibit his appointment 
as its framera did not suspect that a 
governor would appoint himself United 
States Senator. But it so happens just 
now that the governor is out of the 
State and there is a vacant beuatorship. 
T.i < li'Tiiouirit tfoveruor U authorized 
to perform all the functions of gover- 
nor during the absence of the governor 
mul ono of these is the appointment of 
u United States Senator to fill the va- 
cancy created bv the death of Senator 
Stanford. That Acting Governor Ked- 
dick will avail himself of the oppor- 
tunity to elevate himself to the chief 
magistracy of the otute is not doubted 
if Governor >I-irkhim absents, The 
governor by bi>in< absent from the 
State has the advantage of all other 
aspirants for tho senatorahip us his 
acceptance of the othce will bo of great 
political ttud pecuniary ndvaiituge to 
the only person *ho at this particular 
time has tho appointing power.

Senator David B. Hill of New York 


has dispelled all doubts as to his posi- 
tion on tho silver question by declar- 
ing unequivocally for free coinage. He 
favors the repc.il of tho Sherman act 
and in t'.irt all other recent nets relat- 
ing to silver and the adoption of the 
financial policy of the Government 
from its organ!/ it ion to 1873, when the 
infamous (lpmone!i/.atnmact was pass- 
ed in tlic interest of bondholders on 
this and ou tho other Mcle of the At- 
1 mtic. 


The senator is enlisted for the war, 


and will doubtless have many followers 
in New York, where he was twice elected 
Governor. 
His colloiu'iip from the 


Empire State will doubtless join him 
in advocating the rt'iinmoti'/atioii of 
silver and legislating for the people of 
the United States rather than for the 
money sharks ot London. Tlie senator 
lias the couiMj/e of liu, convictions, and 
will sneak lor fiv coinage in his own 
state and Ohio, in both of which elec- 
tions aiv to be held next fall

They 
miluo that one-half the money of ulti- 
ui.ito redemption has been demone- 
ti.'ixl ; lh.it there K not iwld enough to 
pay one per cout. of tho indebtedness 
of the world, and that all the gold and 
silvei- in the country is needed for its 
bii-iuos-i requirements.

The re 
mains will be placed In a coffin to 
morrow morning. The funeral arrange 
ments have been altered only in mino 
details since Wednesday. Four name 
have been added to the list of honorar 
pall-bearera, those of W. A. Steinman 
Mayor of Sacramento, Frank McOop 
pin, Wm. E. Brown and General Hough 
ton. Eight of the oldest engineer 
will be among these. The actual bod 
bearers have been selected from amon 
tho old and trusted servants of Senato 
Stanford. The honored ones are H. I 
Shackelford, Qeo. Woods, Patrick .Mul 
len, W. J. McDonald, John Bvett, A 
Meyer, A. F. Gallagher and Frank Er 
win. 


The funeral will be of a most privat 


character, only civic organizations ar 
to attend.

The Victoria 
had an enormous hole modo la her 
side, through v--l)ich t IK* wator poured 
in torrents. Tl.a imuiaubu hull of the 
Victoria at ou-jd began to bottle, and 
before those on board could cast loose 
their small boats she went to the bot- 
tom, currying down with her nearly all 
on board. Some of the officers and 
crew managed to get out of the suction 
caused by the binking vessel, and were 
rescued. 


Rear-Admiral Albert H. JMarkham of 


the Trafalgar, flagship of the rear- 
admiral of the Mediterranean fleet, 
telegraphed the admiralty from Tripoli, 
Syria, under dato of to-day as follows: 


"I regret to report that while ma» 


neuvering off Tripoli this afternoon 
the Victoria and Camperdown collided. 
The Victoria s-nak in fifteen minutes 
and in eighteen fathoms of water.

BABYLONIAN KECORDS. 


Had not the great library of Babylon 


been destroyed when Alexander con- 
quered that city, the ancient world 
would not now bo hidden in so much 
mystery. A scrap of those records has 
been preserved through Greek litera- 
ture. 


About 2,100 years ago Beorosus, a 


Chaldean priest, translated from the 
records of Babylon into tho Greek lan- 
guage an account of the great flood that 
occurred long before his time. 
The 


following contains the substance of that 
translation: 


"After the death of his father Sis- 


uthrus reigned and in his time occurred 
a great deluge. God appeared to him 
in a vision and warned him of a great 
flood that vould soon destroy the hu- 
nura racj. He bade him write a history 
of all thiJ past and bury it at Sippara 
—City of the Sun. God commanded 
this ruler to build u vessel and take 
with him into it his friends and rela- 
tives and everything necessary for a 
long voyage, including the various ani- 
mals. With these he was commanded 
to sail upon the deep. 


" SiHuthrus inquired as to the direc- 


tion in which he should sail and was 
annwered ' to the gods,' and he offered 
prayer for the good of his people. 
He 


built the great ship which was 3,050 
feet long, and 1,220 feet in breadth, and 
into It he conveyed his wife, children, 
friends and all things that had been 
prepared. 


" After the flood began to abate birds

wind, the water-spout and the diluvian 
rain were in all their strength. I 
looked at the sea, and the whole of 
humanity had returned to mud,'float- 
ing like seaweeds." 


" T viewed the regions bounding the 


sea, and no continent was in sight, but 
the mountains of Nizir arrested the 
vessel, and did not permit it to pass 
over. I sent out a dove and it found 
uo place whereon to light; a swallow 
and it returned ; a raven, which rested 
on and ate the corpses, and did not re- 
turn." 


I have only given a small portion of 


the record It is of vast importance, 
and shows clearly that the civilized 
world 4000 years ago was deeply im- 
pressed with the history of the great 
deluge. To record that history on 
burned bricks and deposit-them in the 
great library o£ Nineveh, shows that 
her people, her learned men, regarded 
the event of the greatest importance. 


These facts, together with the tradi- 


tions of all races of men, when added 
to the unmistakable geologic records, 
should leave but little doubt that there 
was a great deluge from 8,000 to 12,000 
years ago.

somewhere." With that he handed 
over the pistol and shirt and was imme- 
diately locked up.—Virginia Chronicle.

God said: 'In the 
evening I will cause it to rain abund- 
antly from Heaven ; enter into the 
vessel and close the door.'

and confided the vessel to the pilot."
